REMARKS

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claim 19 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 7,133,041 to kaufman et al in 
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view of kwan Liu ma, James S. Painter, Charles D. Hansen, Michael 
F. Krogh, "A Data Distributed, Parallel Algorithm for Ray-Traced 
volume Rendering." Applicant has canceled claim 19 without 
prejudice. The cancellation of claim 19 should not represent a 
surrender of subject matter and Applicant specifically preserves 
the right to present this or other claims in a continuation 
application. As such, the rejection of that claim is now moot.
